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1 . The Amendment filed February 5, 2008 has been entered in part. The 
amendment to the claims has been entered, while the amendment to the specification 
has not been entered. This was agreed to during a telephone conversation between the 
examiner and Mr. Sadao Kinashi on April 14, 2008. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a) The prior art does not disclose or suggest a Cu-based amorphous alloy 
including a phase having the amounts of copper, zirconium and/or hafnium, and 
aluminum and/or gallium as specified in instant claims 1 and 2, together with the various 
properties as defined in those claims. 

b) The terminal disclaimer filed on February 5, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Patent 7,056,394 has been reviewed and is accepted.
